47. (New) The peptide according to claim 41 comprising SEQ ID NO: 36. 

48. (New) The peptide according to claim 41 or 42 characterized in that the peptide has the 
capacity to inhibit the biological activity of TGF-pi in vitro and/or in vivo. 

49. (New) A method of making a pharmaceutical composition, said method comprising 
introducing the peptide of claim 41 or 42 into a pharmaceutically acceptable excipient. 

50. (New) A pharmaceutical composition comprising the peptide of claim 41 or 42 and at least 
one pharmaceutically acceptable excipient.
